a freight capacity 
of 1,000 tons,

hogs shipped 
at 


Santa Monica. 
She had put in at San 


Buenaventura 
for an additional lot of 


hogs. 
There was 
probably 
some 
in- 


surance 
on the vessel and nothing on 


cargo. 
The hogs belonged to Mr. Far- 


ley, of Los Nietos. 


Captain 
Elliott, of the Kalorama, 


has always been considered 
a careful 


seaman, 
and the circumstances 
of the 
wreck, as explained 
in the telegram 
of Purser Sager, would seem 
to indi- 


cate that the calamity was entirely be- 
yond hamuli intervention. 
This addi- 


tional blow willfall heavily upon the 
Steamship Company, as the Kalorama 
was one of their most reliable 
boats, 


and her destruction 
dates 
second 
in 


the list of casualties 
during the 
last 


three months.
